Per Rosanne and Sharon, this statement went out awhile ago to Megan Holland at the ADN. 
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Former Commissioner Monegan has asked several questions of me through reporter Megan 
Holland. My response to those questlons follows: 



Mr. Monegan has asked if I was aware he had several various plans in the works related to 
staffing and recruitment and retention. Like the legislature, I was focused and aware of 
a lack of results in recruiting and retention. Action and results, not words are the 
bottom line. For nearly two years there were very high numbers of vacancies in the 
troopers with nearly 1 in 7 positions being unfilled. There were 56 vacancies as of June 
30, 2008. I was also aware that regardless of any plans of Mr. Monegan' s, no new 
positions would be approved by the legislature until vacancies were filled, which made it 
even more important to get the job done. 



Mr. Monegan has asked if I was aware of a draf t 2007 annual report. I was aware of the 
draft and in fact, had several questions about it that Mr. Monegan never answered. My 
special assistant and Chief-of-Staff were also reviewing the draft. The fact that Mr. 
Monegan prepared a detailed draft written report of the troopers' actlvities in 2007 does 
not change the bottom line or lack of results under Mr. Monegan.

Former Commissioner Monegan has asked several guestions of me through reporter Megan 
Holland. My response to those questions follows: 



Mr. Monegan has asked if I was aware he had several various plans in the works related to 
staffing and recruitment and retention. Like the legislature, I was focused and aware of 
a lack of results in recruiting and retention. Action and results, not words are the 
bottom line. For nearly two years there were very high numbers of vacancies in the 
troopers with nearly 1 in 7 positions being unfilled. There were 56 vacancies as of June

As I see the problems that our Department of Public Safety faces, I have a few comments Td like 
tomake. 

1) Wooten should have been fired a Iong time ago. I worked with Mike and he never had the 
integrity required to be part of the Alaska State Troopers. He should have been fired for 

performance reasons alone, as he was without exception one of the laziest Troops in B | 
detaehment. 

2) Administrative Investigations should be carried out by individuals who are trained in such, 

but are employed outside the division of the Alaska State Troopers to avoid the appearance of j 
impropriety. There is no other way to maintain credible oversight of the AST ranks. j 

3) Troopers need to have their mission redefined and pared back, or huge numbers need to be j 
added to their ranks. The rank and file Trooper works his fingers to the bone, and we're laughed 

at by our municipal peers for how vast our responsibilities are compared to theirs; we regularly 
miss days offand work extra-long shifts so that we can do an "ok" job. We want to do accellent 
work, and the rrustration alone is demoralizing. When we get painted by the brush of seandal, 
and one of our own has his very serious sins aired for the world to see, we all look bad. Morale 
is at an all time low, make no mistake. 

Some solutions I'd like to propose: 

1) Separate all the investigative bureaus (Alaska Bureau of Investigation, Alaska Bureau of 
AIcohol and Drug Enforcement, Wildlife Investigations, ete) into one division with its own 
Colonel. This would create a separate career path for the investigators so that they can acquire 
the complex skills necessary for this type of work, as well as pro vide an unbiased entity that can 
more credibly perform Administrative Investigations of police misconduet If they received the 
proper training, they could even look into aUegations of official misconduet outside DPS. In 
many states, this is exactly how things are done. This would also allow the investigative bureau 
to hire outside AST, reeruiting experienced investigators from municipal departments without 
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the spectre of foiced transfer. This would be right in line with your recruiting goals. 

2) Make a decision about what the Troopers will stop doing, so that they can concentrate on excellence 
in what they do, or significantly increase their support for raore officers, and better eauipment and 
training. If youte going to have State Police, they really should lead the pack, and there are a number of 
mumcipalities that offer far more competitive pay/beneflt packages with half the work. 

3) Show public support for your Troops. They work hard for you, and we're reaily a good bunch of 
guys and girls. One bad Trooper and an unwieldy discipline system that didtft fire him means that some 
changes need to be made, but the rest ofus really care about doing the right thing, the right way for the 
nght reasons. Mike Wooten is the exception, but with the perception that you bear enmity toward all 
Troopers, they will undoubtedly suffer another hit to their morale, something that could be devastatine 
atthistime. &

with the same disdain by the public as Mike Wooten is; I wear the same uniform. I'm mostly powerless 
in malang positive changes in this uncertain environment, so I Iook to you to make a difference here 
Please hsten.

On behalf of the National Conference of Insurance Legislators (NCOIL), I am forwardlng to you a 
Resolution Supporting State Regulation ofthe Use of Credit Infometion in Personal Insurance, which was 
adopted unanimously by the NCOIL Executive Committee on Sunday, July 13, 2008 during the NCOIL 
Summer Meeting at the New York Marriott Marquis. 

The resolution recognizes the ongoing 26-state success of the NCOIL insurance scoring model act and its 
ability to protect consumers and promote competitive insurance markets— including provisions that assist 
the young, old, and those who suffer extraordinary life events. 

In general, the 2002 NCOIL Model Act Regarding Use of Credit Information In Personal Insurance 
prohibits credit experience from being the sole factor influertcing a personal-lines underwriting or rating 
decision and provides for use of updated credit Information, among other things. 

The resolution opposes any federal legislation that would disregard a state legislatures' abtlity to 
determfne what is best for their individual states and would infringe on state authority to regulate the 
business of insurance. Proponents of pending federal credit scoring bills say they would remedy 
concems that insurance scores serve as 'stand-ins' for race, income, or ethnicity. 

The resolution says that two pending federal bilfs, H. R. 5633, the Nondfscriminatory Use of Consumer 
Reports and Consumer Information Act of 2008, and H. R. 6062, the Personal Lines of Insurance Faimess 
Act of2008, would intrude on state-level efforts to oversee insurance scoring.
